Dr. Peter Fullwood was born on 
September 24, 1929 in Chesterfield, 
England. He served in the British 
Navy and also the Rhodesian Army 
and settled in the Union of South 
Africa at the age of 25. He worked 
on the railroad as well as served as 
a foreman in a copper mine where 
he severely hurt his back. A chiro¬ 
practor helped him greatly in over¬ 
coming his back injury and this 
experience changed Dr. Fullwood's 
life, because he decided to go into 
chiropractry. This caused him to 
migrate to the US and go to Palmer 
School of Chiropractry near 
Davenport, Iowa. 

But we are getting ahead of the 
story of his life for he had married 
Myra May Gerber of German 
descent on July 13, 1957. She was a 
nurse's aide and they started their 
family while in the Union of South 
Africa. Three children were born to 
this marriage: Elizabeth Ramsey 
(Clayton) who now lives in 
Falmouth; Mark (Jackie) Fullwood 
of Georgetown; and Peter, (Karla) 
Fullwood of Fort Thomas. 

When Dr. Peter graduated from 
Palmer in 1967, he moved with his 
family to Falmouth, and practiced 
chiropractic medicine independent¬ 
ly for 40 years. This writer sought 
his services on an occasion for back 
trouble and he was quite effective.

He made a good living here, and 
perhaps more importantly, became 
heavily involved in the community. 

He was a former mayor of 
Falmouth; former 8 year member of 
Falmouth City Council; past presi¬ 
dent and member of the Pendleton 
County Mental Retardation Board; 
past president and member of the 
Falmouth Lions Club; and past 
president of the Pendleton County 
Child Abuse Task Force. He was 
honored as a Kentucky Colonel and 
attended the Falmouth Methodist 
Church. 

Dr. Peter was a strong physical 
man who chopped his own fire¬ 
wood and built stone walls around 
his property. He liked to fish in the 
Licking and Kincaid Lake. 
Elizabeth said that his grandsons 
marveled at how their grandfather 
could outrun them on the soccer 
field . He also played field hockey 
and rugby with them, teaching them 
these sports from the old country. 

She also remembers his helping 
with the pancake supper, which 
Rotary conducted, and her father 
flipping the pancakes as she took up 
tickets and helped seat guests. 

Dr. Fullwood was involved in 
one of the darkest day in the history 
of Falmouth Rotary, a day during 
which the Club lost 10 members, 
Dr. Fullwood being one of them. 
The issue centered around a pro¬ 
gram invitee who was to address the 
Club on the health hazards of tobac¬ 
co. Some others contended that a 
pro tobacco spokesman should also 
be invited to balance the argument. 
And, the contention was divisive. A 
plausible explanation to the division 
of members suggests that the under¬ 
lying issue was a battle among the

banks concerning a pending certifi¬ 
cate of need. 

Elizabeth has no recall concern¬ 
ing this conflict but does remember 
her father saying that he wanted to 
join the Lion's Club because it 
seemed to be more locally oriented. 
This writer also was in the 
Falmouth Lions Club with Peter 
and remembers him as a man of 
principle, intelligence and com- 
monsense. He and Myra seemed to 
have a close marriage and after she 
passed on, the spark in Peter's eyes 
seemed to dim, understandably so. 

Karla, a Methodist minister, 
conducted his funeral at 
Woodhead’s with Darryl 
Ammerman providing the music.

Financial aid tip for high schoolers 


Pay attention to deadlines for 
scholarships, admissions 

High school seniors should 
pay close attention to application 
deadlines for college admissions 
and financial aid. Here are some 
tips from the Kentucky Higher 
Education Assistance Authority 
(KHEAA): 

• If you have not yet chosen a 
college, narrow your list by visit¬ 
ing schools, comparing colleges 
online and talking with your 
counselor and your parents. 

• If you have not yet done so, 
talk with teachers about writing 
recommendations for you. It is 
also time to complete your 
admissions essay if you need to 
write one. 

• Check with the financial aid 
offices of the schools to which 
you’ve applied to determine if 
they require any financial aid 
forms other than the Free Appli¬ 
cation for Federal Student Aid 
(FAFSA). 

• Familiarize yourself with 
the FAFSA. Unless you are start¬ 
ing college before July 1, you 
cannot file the FAFSA until after 


the first of the year, but you 
should still take a look at the 
information it requires and make 
plans to attend a College Goal 
Sunday session near you. Your 
counselor should have informa¬ 
tion about College Goal Sunday. 

• Attend any college fairs and 
financial aid seminars offered at 
your high school or in your area. 
If a company charges a fee for 
helping with admissions and 
financial aid applications, 
remember that you can do all that 
yourself for free. If you decide to 
pay for help, make sure the com¬ 
pany is reputable by checking 
with the state Attorney General’s 
office or Better Business Bureau 
in your area, as well as the area 
where the firm is located.

Get the most from wood-burning 


Exercise for the non-athlete 


Freeing your closet from clutter 


Wood may rarely be used as 
a primary heat source today, but 
many homeowners continue to 
use fireplaces and wood-burn¬ 
ing stoves to help reduce their 
use of other energy sources. 

Wood can provide an eco¬ 
nomical and enjoyable way to 
heat your home, and it pays to 
know a thing or two about pur¬ 
chasing and using this natural 
resource. 

The first question often 
asked is what kind of wood to 
buy. Knowing if a species is a 
high or low density wood can 
have a big impact on the amount 
needed. Low density woods 
such as yellow poplar, silver and 
red maples, and buckeye, con¬ 
tain a greater amount of air 
between the cell walls. High 
density species such as oak, 
black locust, hickory, ash and 
beech produce more heat per 
unit volume because they con¬ 
tain more wood and less air in 
their cellular structures. Mois¬ 
ture contents being equal, the 
more economical purchase will 
be high-density woods that gen¬ 
erate more heat. 

Another important factor to 
evaluate is how well the wood 
was seasoned. Wood comes 
from living plants which means 
they contain water. The mois¬ 
ture in unseasoned wood can 
account for up to 50 percent of 
its weight. Energy generated 
from burning wet wood goes 
toward evaporating the moisture 
within the wood itself and can 
greatly diminish its heat produc¬ 
ing capacity. Seasoned wood 
has been allowed to air dry for 


six to 12 months which removes 
the largest percentage of water. 
Well-seasoned firewood is gray 
in color. It has splits in the ends 
of the logs and looks weathered. 
Round logs split into smaller 
sections yield more surface area 
and speed the drying process. 

Knowledge of how firewood 
is measured is a third important 
piece of information to learn in 
order to get the most from your 
wood-burning dollars. Terms 
used for describing a volume of 
wood include cord, face cord, 
fireplace cord and rick. The size 
and shape of individual logs and 
how carefully they are stacked 
influences the actual volume 
regardless of the weight pur¬ 
chased. These terms are open 
for interpretation, and the best 
buy is a mutual agreement 
between the consumer and the 
seller. The purchase price also 
may include splitting, delivery 
and stacking. 

Finally, if you plan to trans¬ 
port your purchased firewood, 
you need to estimate the weight 
of the load. Common high den¬ 
sity species used for fuel wood, 
such as oak and hickory are 
extremely heavy per unit vol¬ 
ume. Weights equaling 4,500 
pounds can be quickly reached 
without using the full capacity 
of the truck or trailer used to 
transport the load. 

The best firewood produces the 
greatest heat value at the lowest 
cost. For more information 
about firewood and fireplace 
and heating stove safety, contact 
the Pendleton County Coopera¬ 
tive Extension Service. 


The winter months bring 
fewer hours of daylight, colder 
temperatures and more wet 
weather. Couch potato syn¬ 
drome is on the rise which 
means getting the proper 
amount of physical activity may 
require creative thinking, espe¬ 
cially for children not involved 
in school sports programs. 

Children should engage in at 
least one hour of physical activ¬ 
ity every day. This does not 
have to happen all at one time. 
Just 10 minutes of physical 
activity can result in health ben¬ 
efits. 

Three types of exercise: aer¬ 
obic activity, muscle strengthen¬ 
ing and bone strengthening are 
important for health in growing 
children. Physical activity can 
be a combination of any of these 
three. 

The greatest part of the exer¬ 
cise hour should be spent doing 
aerobic activities which involve 
moving lots of muscles at one 
time. Running, brisk walking, 
biking and swimming all are 


good choices to get the heart 
rate up and the body moving. 
Muscle strengthening activities 
include exercises such as 
pushups and sit ups. Bone 
strengthening exercises focus on 
putting a little pressure on bones 
and may include stair climbing 
or lifting and carrying. 

A good goal for children is to 
participate in these activities at 
least three days a week. Even 
when the weather outside is 
frightful, children can still get 
the physical activity they need. 
Using things found in and 
around the home can provide 
opportunities for family fun and 
exercise. 

Here are some indoor activi¬ 
ty ideas along with the appropri¬ 
ate age for participants: stair 
climber - ages: 6 and up. All 
you need is a set of stairs and a 
stop watch. 

Take turns to see how fast 
you can get up the stairs and 
back down. Challenge family 
members to beat the fastest 
time.

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Decluttering your closet is a 
liberating experience.

The Wildcats began the regu¬ 
lar season with a really close 
game against Scott. Both teams 
made runs throughout the game. 
Pendleton County led 32-27 at 
halftime as junior Andrew 
Antrobus led the team in scor¬ 
ing. 

However, Scott made a big run 
in the third quarter and led 48- 
41 after three. They went up by 
nine early in the fourth quarter 
before the Wildcats made their 


Pendleton County took the 
lead late in the game and was up 
64-63 with seconds to go. Scott 
went down the court and was 
fouled on a made jumper with 
2.3 seconds left. Scott made the 
free throw to cap off the three- 
point play and held on for a 66- 
64 victory. 

“In the second half, it was 
back and forth.

Last year, the Ladycats were 
throttled 51-34 by Bracken 
County to start the season and 
then bounced back the next day 
with a 80-46 whipping of Cov¬ 
ington Latin. They ended the 
season with a run to the tenth 
Region semis. 

This year, the script has start¬ 
ed a similar way and the Lady¬ 
cats hope to see a similar ending 
to their story. Bracken County 
ran out to a 16-point lead at half¬ 
time, 41-25 and increased their 
lead in the second half, posting a 
76-51 victory. 

The second game in the 
Bracken County Tip-off Classic 
saw the Cats handle Latin 64-50 
to bring their record to 1 -1.
